Trying to Lower the Forty-eight Hour Rec- 
ord of 740 Miles—The Contestants. . 
While the amateur races of the tournament 


are the attractions that nightly draw large 
crowds to the Exposition Building, the great 


six-day professional race is the event of all- 
absorbing interest to the devotees of the 
wheel. All the competitors are men who 
have made for themselves national, and 


some of them world wide, reputations by 


their wonderful feats of speed and endur- 
auce. 

Will the 740-mile record be broken? is the 
question that is being discussed by all. At 
the close of the third day Prince stood in the 
lead with 360 miles and one lap. This is an 
average of a trifle over fifteen miles an hour. 
If the recara is to be broken it will necess- 
tate a sixt@en-mile gait for the remainder of 
the tournament. In the opinion of compe- 
tent judges this is not likely to occur.

He 
next defeated Ash- 
inger, the Ohio man, 
in a six hour and ten 
minute race. 

A match was soon after arranged with 
Knapp. ‘The race took place in the Coliseum 
at Omaha. The soldier boy was again vic- 
torious, lowering the 100 mile record nearly 
ten minutes. In the present contest he has 
made no attempt to spurt, and is evidently 
saving his strength for the finish.

“OLD SETTLERS’ DAY” CELEBRATED 
AT THE CALUMET OLUB. 


Hale and Hearty, the Old People Gossip 
of Times Gone By and Enjoy the Fes- 
tivities in Their Honor—Specimens of 
the Yarns They Spun—Special Atten- 
tions to the Old Ladies—The Supper 
Hoar—President Wentworth’s Speech— 
Other Exercises. 

HE violins were play- 

ing. Kachel Rea's 

Reel.“ The afternoon 

sun was streaming 

through the stained 
glass of the Calumet 

Club windows. The 

old people were gath- 

ered on sofa or 
lounge, telling of the 
time when Chicago 
rose from the marsh. 

It was Old Settlers’ 
Day. The Calumet 
Club was holding its 
eleventh annual reception to the pioneers of 
the city. 

„There were only three families here,” 
said Mr. Willis Scott, “when I arrived in 
1828. 

% There were only 800 peovie here,” said 
the Rev. Jeremiah Porter, “when witha 
bugie I called the congregation of the First 
Presbyterian Church to divine service.” 

„There was hardly a corporal’s guard of 
us, said Mr. Robert Nelson Murry, “when 
I was recruited for the Black Hawk cam- 
paign.”’ 

A PLEASANT CHARACTERISTIC. 

The characteristic of all these old people 
was their sunny disposiuon. There was not 
a crabbed or morose face in the assemblage. 
They greeted one another with affectionate 
Warmth, and together, with kindly philos- 
ophy, they ran down the list of Old settlers 
deceased since May 17, 1888.“ 

“Thirty-five of us gone,“ says one. 

„More than usual,“ replies another, with a 
nod and a smile. 

„And John Wentworth at the head of 
them,“ says the first. 

So the conversation turns on Long 
John.” Not a thought is given to the possi-

“T only mentioned it,” replies Mr. Whea- 
don, beaming through his spectacies, ‘ be- 
cause, although 83 years old, I can hear just 
as well as you can.“ | 

“The laugh is on me,” says Mr. Went- 
worth, retiring in confusion. 

THE EARLIEST SETTLER. 

The crowds that surrounded Mr. Wheadon 
were in curious contrast to the solitude in 
which sat old Mr. Willis Scott, the earliest 
settler of all. 

‘Tam only 78.“ said he, as lightly as 
though he was just at the outset of life. “I 
came to Fort Dearborn just sixty years ago. 
Boys belonged to their tathers in those days, 
not fathers to their boys, as now. So my 
father took my wages, lodged me, boarded 
me, and it was long before any of us got a 
chance of independence.”’ 

„Are any contemporaries of yours in the 
room?’ 

None who date back so far. John Went- 
worth was my close friend. Of most other 
friends I have long since lost sicht.“ 

Do you know anybody here!“ 

*‘ Hardly any body.“ 

And Mr. Scott looked around, quite cheeri- 
ly, on the groups of old settlers, as though 
he belonged to an age long antecedent to 
theirs. 

Meanwhile Mr. George Fergus was pre- 
senting one generation of settlers to another.

SAVED BY AN ACCIDENT. 


STREET-CAR PASSENGERS NARROWLY 
ESCAPE DEATH IN THE RIVER. 


The State Street Bridge Swings Open 
While a Car Is Going Across—The Bolt~ 
Pin Breaks and Drops the Horses Into 
the Water, While the Vehicle Comes 
to a Standstill Within a Foot of the 
Brink. | 


A horror was narrowly averted at the 
State street bridge last night, and while a 
street-car loaded with passengers came to a 
standstill at the edge of the bridge, which 
had opened while the car was on it, the team 
feli floundering into the river. 

It was all over ina moment, but it had been 
a thrilling experience and one that none of 
the thousands of passengers who daily cross 
the bridges in street-cars would care to go 
through. 

North State street car No. 621, Dan McNal- 
ly, conductor, and Charles O'Neill, driver, 
left Randolph street for its trip north at 9:45 
o’clock. By the timeit reached the State 
street bridge it had takea on twelve passen- 
gers, ten women and twomen. While cross- 
ing the bridge the beli sounded the alarm 
for opening. ‘he driver whipped up his 
horses to get across. The passengers had 
heard the gong, but they had barely noticed 
it. They were on a horse-car, not tne cable, 
and they felt safe. 

When the car was within ten feet of the 
edge of the bridge, moving swiftly, the 
structure began to turn. Every passenger 
seeme grasp the situation at once. The 
sidewa lurch of the car told them the 
bridge was turning. They had already seen 
that they were near the end. The first mo- 
ment of realization of the danger was awful. 
Then there was a rush for the rear 
door. there were wild shrieks. There 
was a jam in the narrow passageway, 
between the seats. It would have been im- 
possible for any one but the two or three 
next the door to escape, such was the near- 
ness of the carto the brink and its rapid 
gait. 

A FORTUNATE OCCURRENCE. 

The conductor had turned the brake with 
all his might. The horses were on the point 
or stepping from the bridge to the viaduct. 
They reeled as the bridge began to turn. The 
sudden strain thus made on the pin-bolt 
snapped, it. The horses dropped into the 


river, the car with set brakes stood safely on 


the swinging precipice. 

Then its occupants piled out. Picking 
themselves up, they brushed the dust from 
their clothes. Finally they realized that 
they had-had a remarkable escape. 

The bridgetender saw what had happened, 
turned the bridge back, the passengers dis- 
persed, and the car was pulled off. But in 
the meantime what had become of the 
horses? | 

A crowd of men and boys rushed to the 
docks belowto see. Yes, they were alive. 
Their heads were visible as they floundered 
in the water. Ropes were obtained, plat- 
forms placed on tne piles, and after an hour's 
bath they were landed. 

Where lies the biamefor the accident? 
And was it such an accident as may occur 
again? 

“I was half way across the bridge,” said 
Driver O'Neill, „wen the bridgetender’s 
bell rang. With the minute or two usually 
allowed for the bridge to clear after the 
alarm is sounded I had plenty of time to get 
across. I whipped up my horses. As 
I was within ten feet of the end 
I. was horrified to see the  oridge 
turning. I thought the car was lost. But 
I puton the brakes with all my strength. 


‘Before I knew it the horses had gone over. 


I suppose the pin-bolt broke. That, or some- 
thing else, saved us. It certainly wasn’t my 
fault, as it is the bridgetender’s duty to give 
every one on the bridge time enough to get 
off, besides keeping a lookout. He didn’t 
give a third as much time as he commonly 
doos.“ 


WHAT THE BRIDGETENDER SAYS. 

„% A tug,’ said William Vanderbrook, the 
bridgetender, was passing under the north 
side of the bridge when I rang the bell. The 
tug threw a cloud of smoke over every- 
thing, so that 1 couldn't see be- 
low me on that side. 1 waited 
the usual time after ringing. Then I put 
my ear out the window to see if I could hear 
anything on the bridge. I didn’t, and began 
to turn. There ought to be a policeman on 
either side to look out for things of this sort. 
I nave to watch the’ vessels in the river, both 
ends of the bridge, and the approaches. 
W hen there’s a smoke such as that tug made 
I can’t do it all.“ 


THE CONDUCTOR’S STORY. 

Van McNally, the conductor of the car, 
gave the following account of the affair: 

“We started north,” he said, at 9:45, 
with twelve passengers—ten women and 
two men—one of the men standing on the 
front platform. We got to the middle of the 
bridge when the bell began to ring. Of 
course the driver whipped up his horses in 
order to get off the bridge. But the bridge 
began to turn while we were on it. As soon 
as Isaw it turn 1 put on the brake, threw 
the door open, and shouted to the passengers 
to get out as quick as they could. They set 
upascream and rushed out. T. Gallagher 
of No. 243 Kinzie street, who was standing 
on the front platform, opened the front door 
and got some of the women out that way. 
We hustled them out as fast as we could. 
When tae car stopped the bridge had 
swung away from tne approach and the 
horses were beginning to fall. Their forefeet 
were in the air over the river. The platform 
and front end of the car were projected over 
the edge of the bridge, and the wheels 
stopped within a foot of the edge. We did 
not get all the passengers off in time to 
have saved them if the car had gone 
into the river. Among the passengers 
were Mrs. Kilpatrick ot No. 44 North 
State street and Mrs. C. A.. Winghip 
of No. 271 Huron street. The bridge was 
opened for the propeller Scranton, which was 
going out. The north end of the bridge 
turned to the east. The people on the pro- 
pelier must have seen there was something 
the matter, for the boat stopped and lay 
there for about fifteen minutes before she 


started again.“

WANTS TO FIGHT HENRY VILLARD. 


A Young German Challenges the Finan- 
| cier to Fight a Duel. 

ALBaNy, N. v., May 16.—Richard Boeckh, 
& young German, was arrested here this aft- 
ernoon tor challenging to a duel Henry Vill- 
— the well known financier. A New York 

awyer came up with a detective and one of 
— local Police Justices issued the warrant 
or the arrest. Boeckh, a slightly built 
young man, when arraigned before the 
magistrate, frankly: admitted sending 
the challenge, and also said he would have 
shot Villard if he bad got the chance. He 
smiled all through the proceedings and con- 
veyed the impression that he was deranged. 
The challenge which he sent to Villard is 
Written in German in a fine, legible hand. 
A translation of it, as nearly literal as possi- 
ble, is as follows: 

APRIL 26, 1889. — ur. Villard, New York: Since 
my last appearance in New York, where you saw 
me in an invalid condition after a sickness of 
several months’ duration, considerable time has 
passed. 

I had long ago decided to have an accounting 
With you, as well as with my father. Your plan, 
which you two had concocted against me. has 
miscarried, for which I am extremely glad. 
Your meanness toward me compels me to chal- 
lenge you to a duel with pistols, at such 
a place as may be agreeable to vou —in your of- 
fice, if you please. I give you three weeks’ time. 
At the end of that time in case you 
should refuse to fight such a duel, I 
should advise you to leave America, for if we 
should meet the consequences would be serious 
to you. Any distance will be agreeablc to me as 
long as it does not exceed ten paces. Will you 
please by return mail designate the place we 
may settie our affairs? R. BOECKH. 

N. B.—In case you do not answer my letter I 
shall seek you personally. 

Boeckh was committed to jail to await the 
action of the grand jury. He said he had a 
reason for sending the chailenge, but he 
would not divulge it. 

There is a rumor that when Villard was in 
Germany a few yearsago he was the guest 
of Boeckh’s parents and Boeckh’s father is 
said to have given Villard $10,000 to carry to 
the young man. This story does not receive 
much credence. 


MYSTERIOUS DEATH IN LAKE VIEW. 


A Young Woman Takes Some Unknown 
Poison—the Doctors in Doubt. 
People living on Abbott court, Lake View, 
are considerably agitated over the sudden 
death of Clara Hirsch, 22 years old, who was 
taken ill about 10 o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing and died at about 8 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Four hours after she first com- 
plained physicians were summoned, and 
found that she-was suffering from poison. 
They were unable to save her life. Dr. Will- 
iam A. Barker, who was first called, summoned 
Drs. Hedges, Sperry, ana Truman W. Miller. 
Dr. Barker made out a death certificate, 
writing 3 the cause of death “paralysis of 

the pneumogastric nerve.“ 

I wrote out the certificate after consider- 
able hesitation,” said Dr. Barker last night, 
and only after Dr. Hedges and Dr. Sperry 
had advised me todo so. None of us knew 
what drug had been taken. I did not think 
the girl had committed suicide. ana knew 
that the family would not have had an in- 
quest heid for the worid. Consequently I 
felt warranted in giving the certificate. I 
had never seen the young woman until 
I was summoned there Wednesday. 
She was able totalk and I asked her what 
she had taken. She said she had made a de- 
coction of polypodium and Iceland moss, and 
had swallowed perhaps a pint of it. I found 
a sauce-pan in which she had stewed some- 
thing of the sort, but I believe the herbs 
named are harmless. She said that Dr. Sie- 
ber, the ex-Commissioner of Health in Lake 


View, had told her the herbs were good for 


her lungs. Icaled the other doctors.”’ 


The young woman lived with her widowed f 


mother. J. H. Hirsch, a brother of the dead 
girl, is in the firm of Huntley & Co., clothing 
manufacturers at Nos. 246 and 248 Madison 
street. The neighbors on Abbott court say 
that the girl had been despondent. Her 
lungs were weak and she worried a great 


| deal because of a supposed predisposition to 


consumption. Her mother says she never 
talked of suicide.

Trees and Vegetation Injured—Damage to 
Greenhouses and Windows.

ling. 

The ladies in double file marched boldly 
into the centre of the hall, carrying the 
banner before them as a flag of truce. 

Mrs. Minerva Elliott stepped to the front, 
and, before the veterans could send a fusilade 
of musketry into the enemy’s ranks, held up 
her hand for silence and spoke as follows: 

The flag of this country represents in its 
blended colors every emotion, sentiment, be- 
lief, every principle upon which American in- 
stitutions are founded and by which they are 
inspired. It represents everything that is 
associated with our National growth, mission, 
and destiny. Now, Iam no phonograpn— 
although wd husband may think so—and to.

en’s Relief Corps hasimposed upon me; vet- 
erans of the war, I present in cheir name this 
beautiful flag. We know it will not come to 
dishonor in your hands. Itis of fast colors 
and warranted not to run—at least so long as 
it is in your hands. 

Flag of the free heart’s hone and home, 

By angel hands to valor given! 
Its stars have lit the welkin dome, 
And all its hues were born in Heaven.

Mrs. Carter expected this arraignment— 
her actions showed it—but even then some 
of the sudden cuts made her wince.

Mr. Walker grasped his pencil firmly in 
his hand and began with the reasons Mrs.

‘What were they?’ he asked, and the pen- 
cil showing no disposition to answer, he con- 
tinued: It seems likely that under the ad- 
vice of her numerous lawyers she was given 
to understand that perhaps it would be better 
to file a bill and make charges that could not 
be disproved.

Mr. Walker made several allusions to the

Mrs. Carter clasped her hands ana listened 
to the reading of the letter from Susan 
Peterson to Carter, written three months 
after Susan alleges she knew of the way the 


wife was being treated. In it Susan says 


that a little sickness might cure Mrs. Carter 
cf her roving disposition and make her re- 
turn home, where she belongs.“ It inti- 
muted that all the blame lay with Mrs. Car- 
ter.

It was not 
bh husband that she thought of; not her 
child; not her mother; but her own. selfish

That Mrs. Carter felt the sting of this was 
apparent.

The horses seemed to give Mr. Walker an 
idea, ana he read Susan Peterson’s testi- 
mony to the effect tbat she had gone to Basle 
and sold Mrs. Carter’s horses to pay off the 
servants. 

„And Mrs. Carter said on the stand,“ said 
the legal surgeon, “that she never owned 
horses; that she depended on hired horses. 
Mr. Smith says that the cross- examination of 
Mrs. Carter was merciless and broke down 
the lawyerrather than the witness. But 
there was an end, and the end was gained. 
Now, which told the truth—the mistress or 
the maid?”’ 

it was only one of Mr. Walker’s little 
surgical feats, but Mrs. Carter and Susan 
looked at each other in surprise. 

The letters written by Mrs. Carter but 
mailed by Susan while Mrs. Carter was on 
the ocean called for a few remarks.

Then he read some of Mrs. Carter's testi- 
mony and some of Mrs. Dudley’s.

Carter had said that she returned from Eu- 
rope the last time because of a cablegram 
from Mrs. Dudley that the flat was to be va- 
cated and Dudley put in the charge of some 
one else. 

*But Mrs. Dudley,” said Mr. Walker, 
“says she did not know the flat was to be 
closed until the night of that interview with 
Carter. At that time Mrs. Carter was on the 
ocean.

He also had something to say about the 
child that has been brought so often into the 
case.

Will Testify at the Inquest as to 
Whether the Mind Reader Was Dead— 

The Monster Ocean Flyer Teutonic 
Being Fitted for a Trip. 


New York, May 16.—[Special.]—The phy- 


Ssiclans who made the autopsy on Mind-Reader 
Washington Irvington Bishop so soon after 
he became unconscious, and who are.charged 
by the dead man’s mother with having 
murdered him, have been summoned to 
appear before Corener Levy at noon 
tomorrow so that the serious accusation 
may be investigated. There is general 
Sympathy with Mrs. Bishop, the mind 
reader’s mother, and with his wife. The 
wife is ill in bed at the Hoffman House, and 
the mother isin the same hotel greatly agi- 
tated and suffering from nervous excite- 
ment. She was surrounded by a number of 
ladies today, and they did what they could 
to sootne her, but she is unable to eat and is 
liable to become as ill as ner daughter-in-law. 

Mrs. Bishop has arranged that the funeral 
of her son shall take piace in Grace Church 
at 2 o’clock Monday afternoon. She wrote 
to the Rev. Dr. Huntington, rector of the 
church, and he replied in a sympathetic let- 
ter offering to officiate at any time she might 
wish. Shethereupon tixed the date given. 
To this there was strong opposition. It was 
the wish of the Lambs Club and of the Order 
of Elks that the funeral take place tomorrow 
at 1 o’clock, and strong pressure was brought 
to bear upon Mrs. Bishop to induce her to 
agree to this arrangement. She remained 
firm as iron. 

Dr. Irwin called to see Mrs. Bishop this 
forenoon, and she denounced him as the mur- 
derer of her son as vigorously to his face as 
she had wheu he was not present. The in- 
terview was an unpleasant one, and wben 
the doctor left he declined totake Mrs. 
Bishop’s hand, which she extended to him. 
He said he only called because he had seen 
in the papers the statement that he feared to 
face the dead man’s mother. 

When the undertaker came at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon he tried to induce Mrs. Bishop 
to have the funeral this afternoon. She 
would not yieid. When he asked her for the 
text for the coffin-plate she wrote: 

; WASHINGTON IRVING BISHOP. 
: Born March 4, 1856. 
Murdered May 13, 1889, 


She was persuaded with difficulty to change 
the murdered to died.“ 

This is the letter Mrs. Bishop wrote to Cor- 
oner Levy: 

Dear Sir: IT am of the belief from my knowl- 
edge of previous attacks from which my son 
suffered that the autopsy performed by Drs. 
Irwin and Ferguson was unwarranted. I there- 
fore demand that a further examination be made 
with the view to determining whether my son 
was killed under the surgeon's knife or died 
from catalepsy. Yours sincerely, 

MRS. ELEANOR FLETCHER BISHOP. 

To this Coroner Levy responded in person. 
At 6 o’clock he had a long consultation at the 
Hoffman with Mrs. Bishop, and left saving 
he would summon Drs. Irwin and Ferguson 
lo appear before him at the Coroner’s office 
tomorrow at noon. Monday he will hold an 
inquest, and will summon Dr. Allan McLane 
Hamilton and other experts to testify.

TO SEND OUT THEILK OCEAN FLYER, 


The White Star Line Teutonic Will Soon 
Be Fitted Out. 

New York, May 16.— [Special. — One of 
the most important results ot the famous 
runof the Inman Line steamsnip City of Paris 
last week, making the record five days twen- 
ty-three hours and seven minutes, will be 
the appearance in a few weeks of the White 
Star Line's new twin-screw steamship 
Teutonic. Before the City of Paris showed 
her speed the latter company had launched 
the Teutonic, butintended to hold her back 
uantil the last of the summer season. Now 
they have determined to send out their flyer 
as soon as she can be fitted out, which will 
probably be in a few weeks. 

The Teutonic is the largest vessel afloat, 
measuring 582 feet. She is fifty-seven feet 
six inches broad and thirty-nine feet four 
inches deep. The twin propellers of the 
Teutonic are fitted with manganese bronze 
blades. She is so constructed with regard to 
safety in the event of collision that should 
she be cut squarely in half her builders as- 
sert that the two pieces would float. She 
has but two smokestacks and three large: 
masts without any yards. At first the com- 
pany considered the plan of having no masts 
at all. The Teutonic has accommodations 
for only 300 first cabin passengers, but in aa- 
dition she can carry 150 second cabin and 750 
steerage passengers. ‘The main saloon is so 
arranged that 300 people can dine in it at one 
time, thus avoiding the “ second table.“

The wife went to her father’s house as soon 
as able, and Gray challenged Heckscher to 
fight him. Theduelis understood to have 
occurred in Canada, but no trustworthy story 
of what exactly occurred was made 
known. It is said that when the 
word to fire was given Heckscher fired 
in the air and that Gray missed his aim. No 
second exchange of shots took place. They 
came back here to New York and the blood- 
less conflict furnished gossip for the clubs 
for weeks after the occurrence.

Henry Harrison and a Letter trom Clay. 
WASmNOG TON, D. C., May 16.— There have 

been received at the White House since 

President Harrison’s occupancy began many 

souvenirs of the campaign of 1840 and 

of the President’s grandfather, Ger.

large box, which has just been packed 

and sealed and laid away. One of the most 
interesting of these is an old fashioned 
green paper-coveréd pamphlet, bearing the 
title, Sketch of the Indian Tribes of the 

Miami Valley,“ by William Henry Harrison. 

The title page states that it was printed by 

request of the Ohio Historical Society, be- 

fore whom it was evidentiy delivered as an 
address by the author in 1839. Accompany- 
ing the textisaprofile map of the Miami 
and Onio Rivers around North Bend, show- 
ing the location of the residence 
of Gen. Wiliam Henry Harrison

As soon as the vessel began to founder 
officers and men deserted her, taking to the 
boats. Capt. Howse, Capt. Woods, and 
eleven of the crew all went in one boat and 
the remainder of the crew in another. The 
tug Vigilante in tow of a big dredger on her 
way from San Diego to Tacoma ran across 
Capt. Howse and his party and picked 
them up and delivered them to the Colum- 
bia. The fate of the others is not vet known, 
but hopes are entertained that they drifted 
landward and were saved. The Alaskan was

It is true that no large 
scheme for plunder was successful, but 
the petty pilferings were more numer- 
ous than ever. The worst political bill 
put through this session was the 
one creating the four extra Police Justices in 
New York City. The worst piece of private 
2 td was the passage today of the Brook- 
yn Elevated Railroad measure, which allows 
the condemning of lands by blocks and pro- 
vides that the speculative benefit that may 
accrue in the future shall be deducted from 
the actual present damage caused by build- 
ing the road. Itisa source of satisfaction 
that tne money paid in the Senate for the 
passage of this bill has been thrown into the 
sea, for unconstitutionality is stamped all 
over the measure and the courts will so hold. 

The political bills that passed the House 
were the Saxton ballot reform and the Ex- 
cise Commission measures. The former, to 
the disgust of many in his own party, was 
vetoed by the Governor. 

The Excise Commission bill, which is prac- 
tically a high license measure, was again laid 
before the Governor, and again in the inter- 
est of the liquor dealer sent to its grave by 
their champion in the Executive Chamber,

THE RACE FOR SECOND PLACE AMONG 

AMERICAN CITIES. 

Philadelphia is becoming uneasy. Its 
special claims to distinction have long been 
that it was the second city in population in 
the United States, and that it had a bold, 
bad Gas Trust. Chicago now has a rival 
trust, and next year will be the second city. 
Philadelphia will then cease to be famous for 
anything. Dreading this drop into obscurity 
its press say that Chicago is not playing fair; 
that it is trying to rake in a vast outside pop- 
ulation by annexation instead of depending 
on “legitimate increase“ This is cheeky 
talk from a place which owes all it is to its 
anaconda-like ability to swallow others. Up 
to 1854 the area of Philadelphia was but one 
by two miles. In that year the littie old 
town got a bill through the Legislature gob- 
bling up the rest of the county, and since 
then it has had 120 square miles of space, 
being the largest city in areain the United 
States. It took into its new limits munici- 
palities, some of them over a century oid. It 
raked in places, some of which bordered it, 
as Hyde Park does Chicago, and also others 
which were separated by miles of unim- 
proved land. During the last thirty-five 
years Philadelphia has been trying to fill 
these vacant places with her overflow popu- 
lation, but has not yet succeeded. 

Chicago has annexed far less land than 
Philadelphia, The extensions of the city 
limits in 1853 and 1863 covered eleven square 
miles of land, but there were only afew 
hundred inhabitants living thereon. It was 


unoccupied prairie land, takenin chiefly for. 


the benefit of the real estate speculators. In 


41869 eleven and a half square miles more 
were annexed on the west fromthe Town- 


ship of Cicero that there might be room for 
the establishment of the West Parks system. 
On this tract there were only a hundred 
houses. There were no more annexations 
for twenty years, or until last year, when 
Sec. 36 of Jefferson was added, with a popu- 
lation of 10, 00 —all of them Chicago over- 

ow. This year’s annexations of half a 
dozen Cicéro sections have added about 
10,000 people who slept in the suburbs and 
carried on business and found employment 
in Chicago. | 

While for thirty-five years the increase in 
the population of the Quaker City“ has 
found abundant room within its enlarged 
confines the case with Chicago has been far 
different. A large portion of its increase, 
not finding room within the citv limits, has 
overflowed into and built up the adjoining 
suburbs. Itis nowthe right and duty of 
Chicago to reclaim these crowded-out chil- 
dren and gather them back as a hen gather- 
eth her chickens under her wings. They do 
business in this city yet stay away from their 
father’s hovse at night, so that the kind 
parental eve cannot keep a proper watch 
over their welfare. | 

As it was formerly impossible to tell where 
Philadelphia ended and Kensington began 
so now no stranger can tell where Chicago 
ends and Lake, Hyde Park, or Lake View be- 
gins. These three towns contain nearly 
200,000 Chicago people. Next month they 
will be officially united to the parent city, 
so that the suburbanite may tell the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth when he 
writes in the hotel registers and announces, 
as he always does when he is away from 
home, that he is from Chicago. Having thus 
reclaimed the membersof her own family, 
Chicago will await the result of the census 
of 1890 in the race for second pl with 
calmness and confidence. Nothing will be 
done here to “stuff the returns.” There 
will be no bogus names added to the lists. 
The reputation of Philadelphia for Quaker- 
ish honesty is such that it cannot be assumed 
any shabby tricks will be played there. It 
would be wicked and it would be detected, to 
the everlasting shame of the perpetrator. 
St. Louis dy bogus census names counted 


herself ahead of this city in 1870, but he 


1880 census revealed the fraud, and since 
then that place has been in disgrace. It has 
been boycotted by all the other American 
cities. Philadelphia does not wish for the 


sake of a brief exultation to share that bitter 


fate. Like the lady named Sairey it will 
surely “ drink fair,” knowing itis rather an 
honor to yield the belt which it has worn so 
long to the stalwart, lusty giant of the West. 
It will be no disgrace for Philadelphia to play 
second fiddle to Chicago m 1590. 

Then will come the great race for the 
stakes of 1900, the contest for first place be- 
tween Chicago and New York. It will be 
the event that will make the close of the 
century notabie. By that time Chicago will 
have about doubled whatever population the 
census of next year may give it, and will be 


treading close on the heels of New York, or 


even leading it. There is this to dread, how- 
ever: If the haughty metropolitan city sees 
its rival so close at its heels it will do what 
it is now discussing the advisability of doing 
—annex its great suburb of Brooklyn and 
thus win the century stakes. In that case 
this city would have to wait a generation 
longer before making another tussie for the 
continental mastery. But in 1930 it would 
rise up “like astrong man refreshed with 
wine and prove itself to be the first city in 
the Western Hemisphere, not merely in 
patriotism and progress but also in popula 


| tion. New York may still be the wealthiest, 


| 


| but that will be because it has absorbed so 
much of the overflow of Chicago riches. 


DEATH OF ALLEN THORNDIKE RICE. 

The news of the sudden death ‘of Allen 
Thorndike Rice, who was appointed Minister 
to Russia March 27, will take the whole coun- 
try by surprise and occasion widespread re- 
gret that a man of such brilllant promise 
should have been cut off in the prime of 
his life. He was still a young man, being in 
only his thirty-sixth year, and physically 
gave every indication of a long and useful 
life. It was his intention to have sailed for 
his post Wednesday last, in company with 
Mr. Lincoln, but fate has otherwise ordered, 
and the place which he would unquestionably 
have filled with honor to himself and credit 
to the country must now be occupied by an- 
other. 

Mr. Rice was Boston born, but a considera- 
ble portion of his tife had been spent in Eu- 
rope—first in his boyhood and afterward as 
a student, during which period he was grad- 
uated from Oxford. His studies finished, he 
returned to this country and began the study 
of the law, but the bent of his tastes was 
literary. In 1876 he bought the North Ameri- 
can Review, apparently an unpromising invest- 
ment. It was a dry and heavy periodical, 
and in the hands of its former publishers 
had never been profitable. Its circulation 
wus small and contined toa few scholars, 
but under Mr. Rice’s management it 
was speedily popularized and grew attract- 
ive. Its circulation rapidly increased 
and it soon became a formidable competitor 
with the monthly illustrated magazines. He 
had the keen journalistic instinct for seizing 
upon topics of current interest and securing 
discussion of them by exvert writers. He 
also introduced the symposium, in which he 
secured the views pro and con of several 
writers upon the same subject. The debates 
of the North American, like that between Dr. 
Field and Mr. Ingersoll, with the side con- 
tributions of Mr. Gladstone and Cardinal 
Manning, have also been memorable, und 
during the Presidential campaign of last fall 
the pen pictures of candidates by their ver- 
sonal admirers have rarely been equaled for 
contemporary interest. Mr. Rice not only 
had the faculty of utilizing the services of 
others but was also an admirable writer him- 
self. Apart from his work on the Jorté 
American he found time to act as director of 
the Charnay expedition for archæological in- 
vestigations in South America, to write an 
interesting volume upon “ The Ancient Cities 
of the New World,“ and to edit and compile 
the Reminiscences of Abraham Lincoln.” 
He had been actively interested in politics, 
and three years ago was nominated for Con- 
gress, but was defeated by jealousies among 
local Republican leaders in New York. He 
was a bright, keen, cultivated littéraveur, 
journalist, and a man of affairs, with ali the 
buoyancy and enthusiasm of youth, and 
would have made a first-class representa- 
tive at a post like St. Petersburg. though his 
ambition had been to go to Germany. But 
death has intervened and ended a bright and 
promising as well as useful and honorable 
career. 
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HAS THE ACI REDUCED FREIGHT RATES! 

The New York Tribune says: It is not a 
question whether the Chicago speculators 
have been benefited by the [Inter-State Com- 
merce] law, but it is a question which may 
be settled by a comparison of freight rates 
whether or not the farmers west of Chicago 
have had cheaper rates of transportation un- 
der the law.“ It refuses to believe the farm- 
ers have received such lower rates, which 
would carry with it to them a larger part of 
the value of their produca than they former- 
ly obtained. And a Burlington paper accepts 
this with the indorsement that the passage 
of the law has failed to accomplish that much 
desired end. 

A fitting reply to this is furnished by the 
latest report of the Atchison system, pub- 
lished in our issue of May9. It gives the 
average freight per ton per mile for last year 
as 1.258 cents, against 1.347 for 1887, and says: 
In common with all roads, and particularly 
with those of the West, we have suffered 
largely from unremunerative rates.” It as- 
signs as a leading reason for this the opera- 
tion of the law in question, the other princi- 
pal cause of poor business being “* unusually 
light crops for two years.“ Here is an offi- 
ciaily declared reduction of nearly 8 per cent 
in one year under the inter-State act. 

This report, with those for other lines 
printed some weeks ago, warrants the claim 
that freight rates by rail have been reduced 
by at least 12½ per cent during the more 
than two years that have elapsed since the 
passage of the law and directly in conse- 
quence of it. At an original average of 40 
cents per 100 pounds from the farm in the 
West to the seaboard this saving amounts to 
five cents per cental, or three cents per 
bushel, on wheat, corn, and rye, nearly two 
cents on oats, and on other products in pro- 
portion. , 

It is not to be supposed the farmer has 
reaped the whole of the benefit arising from 
such cheapening in transportation charges, 
but that is not the point found fault with in 
the language quoted from the New York 
Tribune. The farmer has obtained so much 
better prices for what he had to seli than he 
could have done but for the operation of 
the law, other things being equal. It is 
absurd to hint that the difference or any part 
ot it has been gobbled by the middleman in 
general or the Chicago speculator in partic- 
u.ar. It is notorious that the commission 
merchant has performed his share of the 
Work at the lowest flgures ever paid as com- 
peusation for his services, and that the spec- 
ulators as a class have grown almost steadily 
poorer during the last twoyears. Even were 
it otherwise with the latter it would be 
simply a gaining of money out of one an- 
other. Putting up pricesin an open market 
like that in this city can only be accomplished 
by a willingness to buy at the advance all 
that the producer or his agent may want to 
sell, and the market cannot be sustained a 
moment longer than the bull is prepared 
to take and pay for all offerings 
at the top. Hence if it be, as charged, that 
the wicked grain gamblers in Chicago have 
bolstered prices up to a point at which the 
foreigners will not take the property the in- 
evitable result was that the country seller 
had a standing opportunity to dispose of his 
wares on better terms than would otherwise 
have been possible. It should not be forgot- 
den that this important fact is an inseparable 
feature of a specilative market. It is 
equally true that the consumer as a rule does 
not pay in anything like the same proportion. 
After the fever of excitement is over the 
selling value becomes less, and the large 
stocks bought from the farmer at high fig- 
ures generaily pass into consumption at even 
lower figures than the normal average. That 
has been the sequel to about every corner in 
produce that was ever run in Chicago. 

Furthermore, a comparison of total value 
of produce exports with tnose of three years 
ago will not lead to a fair conclusion unless it 
include that allowance of one-eighth for re- 
duction in transportation charges. The valu- 
ations are made up at the seaboard, where

In competition with 
them, andin the absenceof the law com- 
plained of, the Western farmer would have 
been obliged to accept three cents per bushel 

less for his wheat than he can get for it now, 

and he has a corresponding udvantage in 
selling the vast quantities of corn which are 
taken from him by Europe since the gather- 
ing of our latest crop. The claim that he has 
not reaped a substantial advantage from the 

measure can only be made by one who fails 
to take a candid and comprehensive view of 
the situation.

THE OKLAHOMA SURPRISE. 

It is nearly a month since Oklahoma was 
thrown open to settlement, and it certainly 
has been the unexpected that has happened 
there. It was generally believed that men 
who went to Oklanoma took their lives in 
their hands and turbulence would rule the 
country for a long time afier the settlers 
first went in. Oklahoma was absolutely 
without law or any established civil author- 
ity, and it was hardly thought a small mili- 


tary force could preserve the peace over so. 


large astrip of country and among tens of 
thousands of peopie struggling eagerly for 
homesteads and with a certainty there 
would not be land enough to go round. 
Yet careful raviews of the situation 
seem to demonstrate that but one life 
has been lost in Oklahoma through 
violence down to the present time, ana 
the quarrels and personal collisions which 
have taken place appear too insignifi- 
cant for mention. As a rule the settlers who 
were too late to secure claims concluded to 
go without land rather than get into litiga- 
tion and troudle over a homestead. Many of 
those who rushed in at first soon found they 
were whoily unsuited to pioneer life and left 
after getting all the experience they wanted 
in the course of a few days. But the genu- 
ine pioneers and farmers, who went there 
knowing what to expect and prepared to face 
the hardships of life in a new country, seem 
to have organized themseives into an orderly 
community and are prospering far better 
than the general public anticipated. Okla- 
boma is proving a genuine surprise. 
Oklahoma has not only escaped blood- 
shed and general disorder, but the peo- 
ple have found shelter and subsistence 
and no cases of starvauon are yet re- 
ported. Poor as the water supply is 


im some quarters neither man nor beast has 


perished of thirst. The country, while con- 
taining considerable waste land, appears as 
a whole to satisfy reasonable expectations, 


and the settlers who are prepared to endure 


the inevitable privations of pioneer life fora 
few years will tind themselves freeholders 
and owners of good farms. Many ex- 
soldiers who will have their terms of mili- 
tary service deducted from the five years’ 
term of occupancy and residence will be able 
to acquire perfected tities at the end of 
twelve months. After all, the Oklahoma 
settlers will not be required to pass through 
any such hardships and dangers as the pio- 
neers who led the march of civilization 
westward trom the Allegheny Mountains 
and contested every toot of the way with 
redskins and wild beasts. Those settlers 
had no telegraph lines and railroads to 
keep them in close communication with 
civilization. Pioneer life has almost lost its 
old distinctive character now that railroads 
penetrate a new country from the day of its 
first settlement, bringing supplies to the set- 
tlers and furnishing transportation to take 
their first crops to market. The pioneers of 
afew generations back would laugh at the 
alleged hardships of the settlers in Oxkla- 
homa. 

Some one has said that if a party of Ameri- 
cans were shipwrecked and cast on an unin- 


habited island the first thing they would 


do would be to get together, adopt a con- 
stitution, and organize a government. 
The Oklahomaites have not gone that far, 
but going into a country without law and 
with many adventurers and lawless charac- 
ters accompanying them they have never- 
theless had little difficulty in maintaining 
public order. One correspondent writes: 
“There is no law here but public opinion, 
backed by the United States Marsnal and the 
soldiers. No courts, no costs, but everything 
peaceable, orderly, good-natured, and pleas- 
ant.“ Oklahoma certainly has furnished a 
striking illustration of the inherent capacity 
of American citizens for self-government and 
their love of public order. If Oklahoma con- 
tinues as it has begun it will soon be entitled 
to rank as one of the most orderly communi- 
ties in the country and @ locality where both 
life and property are exceptionally safe. 


HIGH LICENSE IN PHILADELPHIA. 
The annual award ot licenses under the 
provision of the High License law is now 


made by the license court in Philadelphia, 


and the results are significant. In 1887 there 
were 5,773 saloons in that city. Last year 
there were 3,431 applications for license, of 
which 1,343 were granted, 2,033 refused, and 
36 withdrawn. In one year, therefore, 4,415 
surplus saloons were declared unnecessary. 
The whole number of saloons in Phila- 
deiphia has been cut down to 1,203 as 
compared with 1,343 last year. The result 
shows not only a decrease in the number of 
saloons but also indicates that the license 
court is keeping up a sharp scrutiny of the 
operations o those dealers who were allowed 
licenses last year, as it is well understood 
that those who have been refused licenses 
this year are dealers who have covertly vio- 
lated the law. With such a result as this in 
the way of restricting the liquor traffic it is 
not remarkable that the Philadelphia Tele- 
graph says: All the indications are that the 
proposed prohibition amendment to the con- 
stitution which the people of the State will 
be called upon to vote for or against in a 
few weeks will be defeated, and by such 
an overwhelming vote that the question will 
be effectually settled, so far, at least, as the 
present generation is concerned.“ Indeed, it 
is hard to conceive how any person can hesi- 
tate between a law which cannot be enforced 
in Philadelphia, for instance, and conse- 
quently involves a free traffic in whisky, and 
a law which can be enforced and in two 
years discontinues over 4,400 saloons and 
doggeries. | 

The people of Pennsylvania and of the 
country at large are learning that prohibi- 
tion is impossibie in any locality where the 
local public sentiment does not support it, 
because it cannot be enforced against the 
Will of the people. By the operation of the 
present Pennsylvania law the evil of intem- 
perance is minimized and the supply is kept 
Strictiy down to the legitimate demand of the 
drinking classes, instead of trying to make 
total abstinence compulsory on every one. 
Now there is one saloon to about every 150 
of the drinkers, instead of one to every 
twenty-five or thirty as formerly. Should 
the “Dry” amendment carry instead of 
1,200 heavily taxed saloons there would 
soon be 6,000 running wide open in 
Philadelphia, for reasonable men with 
temperate appetites and men who do not 
believe in political compulsion in sumpt- 
Uary Matters would join hands with the 
liquor dealers and disregard the amendment. 
Public opinion would settle the question at 


once, and yet this is just what it seems im- 


possible to make the Prohibitionists recognize. 
They go on thinking that public opinion plays 


| 


no part in the settlement of gustatory ques- 
tions, or that a moral issue must be settled 
by moral agencies. They oppose the efforts 


of reasonable and discreet persons to restrict 


the alcoholic evil as closely as public senti- 


| ment will permit. They clutch at moon- 


beams and catch nothing. 


Why Cook County Members Are Abused. 

A Springfield paper breaks out in a furious 
tirade against the Cook County members of the 
Legislature. It says “most of them are as 
“ crooked as that old serpent the Devil.“ They 
represent ‘‘ saloons, gamblers, pimps, and pros- 
titutes.“ The only righteous man in this Sodom, 
it says,is Mr, John Meyer. He is ‘‘fair and 
‘* manly.” 

What isthe meaning of this wholesale abuse 
and this special praise? Why is Meyer snatched 
as à brand from the burning while all his twen-. 
ty-nine colleagues are ordered off to instant ex- 
ecution? Is the Springfield paper poking fun at 
that gentleman, or has it discovered large chunks 
of virtue in him of which it has been unable to 
see traces in any of his associates? Perhaps Mr. 
Meyer can explain why he should thus be pre- 
destinated unto everlasting praise while the 
others are foreordained to everlasting condemna- 
tion. 

That the delegation as a whole should be at- 
tacked by the Springfield paper is not surprising. 
This may be the reason: That. city, like all the 
others in the State. was in favor of the enlarge- 
ment of the powers of local Legislatures to deal 
with trusts and quasi-public corporations—to 
enable them to fix the maximum rates ot gas, 
telephones,and other services of corporate monop- 
olles. It was the expectation of tne representa- 
tives from the little cities of the State that the 
Chicago members would take the lead in push- 
ing that class of legislation. They expected to 
find in them, fearless and active champions of 
the rights of the people as against the grasping 
greed of monopolies. It may be their disappoint- 
ment has led to this outburst. If so it is natural. 

It is certain the Cook County members have 
not stirred up the animals in the monopolistic 
menagerié with long ana sharp poles. They 
have wakened no sleeping lions. There is noth- 
ing to show that they have done anything this 
session except to draw their pay. That duty they 
have attended to promptly. But they-seem to 
have nodded, and drowsed, and slumbered the 
rest of their time away. Now and then a paper 
has wakened them up, but they have no sooner 
made a motion than they have fallen asleep 
again. The compunions of Ulysses, delegated 
to special duty on the island, fell among the 
Lotos-Eaters, and after having oartaken of their 
fare lost relish for labor at the oar and settled 
downin dreamy lethargy. One might imagine 
those lobbyists who represent the corporations 
at the Capitul had led these Chicago members 
into some Lotos Land and fed them with some- 
thing which had lulled them to inactivity and 
unfitted them for the task of wrestling with a 
Gas Trust, or a telephone company, or any other 
monopoly. Corporations practice curious arts. 
Once the glance from the eye of a magician 
would benumb a man. For a corporation to 
„see“ him seems now to have the same effect on 
a legislator. It disarms him and converts him 
from aroaring lion of reform into a suckling 
dove. It is queer. If one could get hold of the 
private accounts of a corporation it might be ex- 
plained. The wand of the ancient enchanter 
has been replaced by the check-book of the 
monopolist.

New YORK, May 16.—[Special.}—The legal 
Warfare for the control of the stock of the Ore- 
gon Transcontinental Railway Company was 
opened before Judge Barrett in the Supreme 
Court chambers today, and will be resumed to- 
morrow afternoon. It came up in the suit of Eli- 
jah Smith, President of the Oregon Railway & 
Navigation Company, who owns 5,000 shares of 
the stock of the Oregon Transcontinental Rail- 
way Company, and Edward R. Bell, the owner 
of 250 shares of the stock, against the Oregon 
Transcontinental Company, Henry Villard, its 
President, Charles L. Colby, Colgate Hoyt, and 
others, in which an injunction was granted the 
other day restraining the defenaants from issu- 
ing any new stock or making any pledge or other 
disposition by the Oregon Transcontinental of 
its holdings of the Oregon Railway & Naviga- 
tion shares. That injunction. was modified so as 
to permit the sale of the stock, but as it was 
learned that Mr. Villard contemplated selling 
the stock to a Dutch syndicate a further injunc- 
tion was procured at an early hour this morning, 
which put the matter in the same situation as it 
was when the original injunction was granted, 

Although the capital stock of the Transconti- 
nental Company is $50,000,000, it had issued only 
$40,000,000 of stock. The directors resolved that 
the remaining $10,000,000 of stock should be 
issued and that a guarantee dividend of 6 per 
cent should be made and $12,000,000 of Oregon 
Railway & Navigation stock held by the Oregon 
Transcontinental should be hypothecated to se- 
cure tne dividends. The contention is that the 
Transcontinental has no authority to issue new 
stock and that the object of President Villurd is 
to get control of this new issue and use it to in- 
sure his reélection at the next annual meeting 
of the stockholders, to be held at Portland, Ore., 
June 17. ä 

Gen. Wager Swayne, Jay Gould's lawyer, and 
William N. Cohn appeared to support the in- 
— eg and Joseph H. Choate, Gen. Francis C. 

urlow. and Charles W. Wetmore were there for 
the opposing parties. In order that Mr. Villard 
and tne others should rest no longer under the 
imputation of contemplating any illegal action 
to control the coming election Judge Barrett 
permitted their defense to be put in today. 

Mr. Villard’s affidavit sets torth that the Ore- 
gon Transcontinental has become the owner of 
more than one half the stock of the Oregon Rail- 
way & Navigation Company, and also the owner 
of about $20,000,000 of the capital of the North- 
ern Pacific Company. He admits that he 
is a candidate for reélection, and says that 
he expects to be reélected and continue as Presi- 
dent. He denies that the object of the new issue 
of stock is for the purpose of getting control of 
the coming election. The floating indeptedness 
of the company is large, and the policy of the 
management has been to fund this and secure 
sufficient additional capital to enable it to pur- 
sue its business. A pian to effect this purpose 
was suggested last April. but failed because of 
the withdrawal of the Short Line and the Union 
Pacific Company. Then the Executive Commit- 
tee resolved to issue the $10,000,000 st6ck, guar- 
antee a dividend of 6 per cent, and secure it by 
hypothecating the $12.000,000 of Oregon Naviga- 
tion stock, and present the matter at the coming 
meeting of the stockholders. 

Mr. Villard declared that he had only given his 
counsel instructions to prepare a resolution to 
this effect and to have the plan carried out as far 
as it was competent for them to do, and then to 
submit it to the stockholders. Nothing had beeu 
done to prepare the certificates nor issue the 
new stock, nor to pledge the Oregon Navigution 
stock. The plan proposed, Mr. Villard stated. is 
the wisest one which can now be adopted to meet 
the necessities of the company and put it ona 
sound tinancial basis. 

Corroborative affidavits were made by Messrs. 
Kolby and Hoyt and by Lawyer Wetmore. The 
latter argued that no action was intended to be 
taken to issue the preferred stock in advance of 
the stockholders’ meeting, but that the company 
had the power to issue the stock and sell a suf- 
ficient quantity of it at par to provide for the 


necessities of the company and give in an ade- 


quate working capital. 

PORTLAND, Ore., May 16.—Judge Shattuck in 
the State Circuit Court today issued an injunc- 
tion restraining the Oregon Trauscontinental 
Company from issuing new preferred stock to 
the amount of #10,000,000.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET, 


Transcontinental and Reading Farnish a 
Large Share of the Dealings. 

New YORK, May 16.—[Special.]—Transactions 
on Change ran above 300,000 shares today, and 
the more active stocks record sharp advances. 
Nearly a third of all the dealings was furnished 
by two stocks—Transcontinental and Reading— 
and the market wore a “spotty’’ and peculiar 
aspect because of the unusually large number of 
three-day contrdcts. Many of these were buy- 
ers’ options secured by traders, who thus became 
long on stocks without having to carry them 
over Sunday. In Reading the three-day con- 
tract covered 15,000 shares. : 3 

That stock took the lead in point of activity, 
but Oregon Transcontinental continued to be the 
centre of interest. Although the transactions in 
this fell 10,000 shares short of yesterday's, the 
stock was scarcer and consequently had a much 
oe ag advance. It closed at the top, a net gain 
of 1%. 

As the transfer books will close at 3 o'clock to- 
morrow afternoon it was feared that stock 
bought regular way (to be delivered tomor- 
row) might not be received in time for registry; 
hence there was a demand for “cash stock (to 
be delivered immediately). No less than 12,7 

shares—nearly one third of the aggregate—were 
bought cash,“ and the buyers had to pay for 
these anywhere from lz to 14% more than the 
current price for shares to be delivered tomor- 


row. 
The difference was sharpest in the last hour. 
and at the same time a few hundred share lots

FIGHTING THE JUTE TRUST. 


The Farmers’ Alliance of the South De- 
clares a Boycott Against the Trust. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala.. May 16.—[Special.]—The 
Farmers’ Alliance Convention has thrown down 
the glove to the Jute Bagging Trust, and the 
thirteen Southern States, all of which have rep- 
resentutives, are in the boycott. It has been 
shown that the manufacturers of the necessary 
amount of cotton bagging to Cover the entire cot- 
ton crop of the South would involve the con- 
sumption of 125,000 bales of cotton. It was also 
shown that tne cost of insuring the crop wrapped 
in cotton bagging would be $20,000 less than 
that wrapped in the more inflammable jute. 
Agents of trust houses in St. Louis and Churiles- 
ton were present, who offered to lav the jute 
bagging down at the point of consumption at 
124% cents a pound. The convention unanimous- 
ly adopted a resolution in favor of the perma- 
nent use of cotton bagging and pledging those 
they represented to use that bagging and no 
other. Another resolution was introduced later 
in the session to the effect that the alliance pro- 
ceed at once to erect a bagging factory in each 
of the Southern States. his also was unani- 
mously adopted. The cotton men are not trying 
to bluff. They mean business and will fight the 
Jute Trust to the end. 


Missouri's Grain In«pection Bin. 
Sr. Lovis, Mo., May 16.—The State Grain In- 
spection bill passed the Senate today and now 
goes to the Governor. It contains an emergency 


clause, and will therefore become a law as soon 
as signed. St. Louis grain merchants do not 


look favorably upon the measure, claiming it 
will work incalculable injury to the grain trade 
of this city. By the bili only elevators having 
a capacity of over 25,000 bushels are regarded as 
public elevators and the smaller ones can con- 
duct their business as they please. One of the 
most objectionable features advanced by the St. 
Louis grain merchants is that grain mixing wil 
be freely indulged in. The bill provides for the 
appointment of a State Grain 12 and 
takes that work out of the hands of grain men 
entirely.

INDIANS MAY YET REFUSE TO SIGN. 


The Sioux Likely to Make Objections to 
Giving Up Their Lands. 

Stanpine Rock AGeEncY, N. D., May 16.— 
Kecent Washington dispatches from promi- 
nent men connected with Indian affairs indi- 
cate that Gen. Crook and the other Commis- 
sioners will meet with troubig in negotiating 
a treaty. In speaking for this agency— 
and it isthe most important in the Sioux 
Commission problem—it is safe to say that 
the Commissioners will meet with much that 
will trv their ability. Red Cloud's In- 
dians will receive $28,200 for 705 ponies 
taken when all the Sioux were disarmed 
after the Custer massacre. The Indians on 
the agency lost 8,700 horses and the 
Cheyennes 38,200, for the payment 
of which there is no appropriation or 
any evidence of one being made in the future. 
The Indians on the agency well understand 
this fact, and when the Commissioners ask 
them to sign a treaty giving up the reserva- 
tion they will ask the Government for the 
Same justice Red Cloud gets. This being de- 
nied, it 1s almost, certain that a flat refusal to 
sigu any treaty will be given. :

IN LABOR CIRCLES, 


Address from the General Executive Board 
Knights of Labor. 

New Lonk, May 16.— [Special.] — The Gen- 
eral Executive Board of the Knights of 
Labor, consisting of T. V. Powderly, John 
W. Hayes, A. W. Wright, J. J. Holiand, John 
Costello, and John Devlin, today issued an 
address on the “proposed eight-hour work 
day.“ The address says that the General 
Assembly has been frequentiy asked by the 
General Master Workman to take action on 
the eight-hour question. This the assembly 
has never done. The address continues: 
The Genera! Executive Board now asks the 
members of the order everywhere to caimly, 
with a full realization of the importance and 
gravity of tue question and with a clear 
appreciation of all the consequences of any 
action which may be ultimately determined 
upon, consider and discuss the question of 
attempting to bring about the adoption of an 
eight-hour working day.“ 

Mass-meetings are recommended to local 
and district assemblies where the eight-hour 
question can be discussed, and members are 
asked to do all in their power to increase the 
membership in their local assemblies. 

PitTsBuURG, Pa., May 16.—At today’s session 
of the Patternmakers’ League of North 
America a strong resolution was adopted 
bearing on the eight-hour question. In sub- 
stunce the resolution says it should be the 
aim of every labor organization to strive for 
the institution of shorter hours, as with these 
the number of employés is increased. 

It has been agreed to abolish all piece 
work, and this decision has been embodied in 
the constitution.’ It wiil go into effect as 
soon as subordinate lodges indorse this meas- 
ure. 

The employés of the Solar Iron Works re- 
cently joined the Amaigamated Association 
of Iron and Steel Workers and today struck 
for union wages. The mill has been non- 
union for eighteen months. Nearly all the 
departments were idle today. 

Pittspure, Pa.. May 16.—The employés of 
the lapweid and butweld departments of the 
National Tube Works Company at McKees- 
port, Pa., struck today for an advance in 
wages of 10 per cent. Two thousand men 
are out. The employés of the gaivanizing 
and rolling departments aiso threaten to join 
the strikers. About 6,000 men are employed 
in this plant.

from His Search for Dr. Cronin in Can- 
ada—The Sunset Club Discusses “ Party 
Allegiance "— Other Local News. 


Frank Kitowski was shot through the breast 
by Frank Jasinski at 7:30 last night at the cor- 
nerof Sangamon street and Chicago avenue. 
The ipjured boy will probably die. The shooter 
escaped. Jasinski was standing at the corner of 
tne street with a party of boys. He carried a 
rifle in his hands and was telling all 
manner of fairy tales about his accuracy 
of aim. He is a lad of 15 years. 
In the midst of his boasting Frank Kitowskt 
hailed the boys. At the time he was about 125 
feet from the corner on Sangamon street. With- 
Out cause or the slightest provocation, so the 
boys in the group say, Jasinski raised the rifle 
and aimed at Witowski. The next instant there 
wasafiash. The scream that followed from 
Kitowski's lips proved the deadly aim of the 
reckless youth. The victim sank to the ground 
with a bullet through his breast about two 
inches to the right of his heart. Jasinski 
fied. He had ample time to make good his 
escape, for at 8 o’clock the police at Chisago Av- 
enue Station knew nothing about the shooting. 
At 10 o'clock Dr. Denn informed tke police that 
Kitowski would probabiy die.

Jasinskiis oneof the gang of which Anton 
Kubierowski is a leader.

Fridor was not a member of 
this crowd, nor was Kitowski. Both were boys 
of industrious habits and bear good reputations. 
The shooter in each case was under 
the surveillance of the police. Jasin- 
ski had been charged by his father 
with purloining funds of the family. His home 
is at the corner of Sangamon street ana Chicago 
avenue. Kitowski lives at No. 312 Sangamon 
street. 

Michael Mohawk, a laborer of 20 years of age, 
was also a victim of Jasinski's target practice, 
Not Jong before Kitowski was shot Mo- 
hawk was standing in (front of dis 
home at No. 153 West Chicago avenue, nearly 
directly across the street from Jasinskt's home. 
He heard the report of a target rifle and felt a 
Sharp pain in his back. He iay down on his 
bed for half an hour, and gain- 
ing streggth he com plained at the 
Chicago Avenue Police Station. Dr. Nolan was 
called and found the man not dangerously in- 
jured. He says he has not the slightest idea 
why young Jasinski used him fora target, as he 
had never seen the boy. 

SAYS LONG’S STURY WAS A “FAKE,” 
Patrick McGarry Returns from Toronto— 
His Investigations. 

Patrick McGarry, who was sent by Dr. 
Cronin’s friends to Toronto to investigate the 
stories sent from that town last week in refer- 
ence to the missing physician, returned last 
night. He found that the dispatches sent by the 
reporter Long were unmitigated fakes.“ Dr. 
Cronin has not been at the Rossin House, where 

the reporter located him. 

Long. when cornered, admitted that he had no 
interview with Cronin and that he faked the 
— His associates on the Ampire intimated 
to Mr. McGarry that Long was not capable of 
making up so well connected a narrative. Long, 
in conversation with McGarry, mentioned that 
he had been in communication with Billy” 
Starkey, the jury-fixer, who is living in 
Toronto under an assumed name, and 
Mr. McGarry is disposed to think that 
Starkey. aided Long in the manufacture 
of the dispatches. He is further of the opinion 
that the material for the dispatches, if not their 
text, was forwarded from Chicago with instruc- 
tions to send it on here and to New York. Long 
was a serviceable person to employ in send- 
ing it. His father is part proprietor of the n- 
pire, and a fakmg escapade would not de- 
prive him of his job. His intimacy with Starkey 
is establisbed. 

Mr. McGarry also visited St. Catnarine’s and 
saw Cronin's sister, who is grief-stricken over the 
mystery. Dr. Cronin has not been in St. Cath- 
arine’s forten years. The story that he was 
tnere is traceable to the same source from which 
the Toronto dispatch emanated. 

Mr. McGarry aiso pronounced the dispatch 
alleged to be sent by Grassett of the Toronto 
Grassett was not in Toronto at 
the time it was sent. Mr. McGarry is more fully 
convinced than ever that Cronin has been re- 
moved and that the Toronto dispatches are but 
part of a conspiracy to divert suspicion from the 


, instigators of his murder.

DISCUSSING “PARTY ALLEGIANCE,” 


Its Adherents in the Minority at the Sunset 
Ciub Supper. 

The Sunset Club discussed “Party Alle- 
giance“ last evening.

Educated Boys for Mechanics. 

SPRINGFIELD, III, May 16.—(Special.]—The 
Wabash Road has established a new rule requir- 
ing all apprentices in its shops to be graduates of 
a grammar school, and Master Mechanic Charles 
F. Lape has issued the following order addressed 
to General Foreman Schilling: 

You are undoubtedly aware of the superior 
qualifications of young men learning a mechan- 
ical vocation who have received a good school or 
collegiate education. They willeleurn more rap- 
idly in any of the intricate details pertaining to 
their work, be gentlemanly in their intercourse 
with their superiors, and, in fact, be the means of 
raising the standara of mechanics. 

In furtherance of this object I deem it essential 
to issue an imperative order that in the future 
we will engage no young men who are expected 
to learn any of the skilled trades who have nat 
passed a satisfactory examination in the eighth 
grade of our common sckools, or of a grade in 
other schools that is considered equal to that 
grade, and they must bring a certificate to that 
effect signea by the Superintendent or Principal 
ot such school. This will also have the effect, 
if followea by all the shops in the country, ot in- 
ducing parents to allow their children to finish 
their schooling, which will tend to raise the 
standard of education throughout the country.

AN AMERICAN WORLD’S FAIR. 


The Columbus Anniversary the Time and 

Chicago the Place. 
Toledo Blade; America has both the op- 
and the ability to organize a 
world’s fair that can be made a world’s 
marvel. Both the occasion and the place are 
present, and all that is needed is effort and 
determination. In 1892 will occur the 400th 
anniversary of the discovery of America. No 
more suitable time for a world’s fair could 
be imagined. While other anniversaries are 
local, or at the best National, this one is uni- 
versal. It marks the day when all previous 
ideas of geography, astronomy, and kindred 
sciences were overthrown, when a new 
world was added to the old, and the old one 
practicaliy made new. Its influence spread 
over the entire globe. It is an international 
event. 

America should hold a world’s fair soon, 
if only as a matter of retaliation. Every 
ship which -sails from New York Harbor 
bears hundreds of Americans bound for 
Paris and its exposition. the money they 
will spend over there without any return in 
wealth brought back will reacu to the nun- 
dreds of millions. itis practically that much 
money thrown away, as it buys nothing but 
some enjoyment for the spenders. No country 
can stand such an enormous drain without 
suffering, and, rich as America is, she must 
protect herself in kind. The only way to get 
any part of this wasted money back is, ar- 
range here the same attractions for Kuropean 
pleasure seekers as Europe is now e preseat- 
ing to ours. If it is necessary, as it probably 
would be, for the General Government to 
grant a subsidy to carry on to a successful 
compieuon the suggested enterprise as a 
mere matter ot business, all other considera- 
tions being laid aside, the United States 
could afford to give liberally to the project. 

As to the place of holding such a world's 
fair as is herein referred to there is but one 
place which suggests itself, and that is Chi- 
cago. It should certairiy be placed in the 
Northwest, and of the Northwest Chicago is 
the centre. As it would have to be held dur- 
ing the summer months her climate recom- 
mends her. She is the only city in the West 
that could accommodate the crowd such an 
enterprise would attract, and the only city 
which has at her doors the territory neces- 
sary for buildings and grounds. She has got 
the ability to plano and the enterprise to carry 
out mammoth undertakings. It would seem 
as if the one proposition was a corollary of 
the other. Tue fair should be held and 
should be held in Chicago. 


INDIAN CONVICTS SET FREE, 


‘Nah Diaz Released from Chester, Where 


He Was Sent for Life. 

CuesTerR, III., May 16.— [Special. —Lieut. 
Lockwood of the Twenty-second Iufantry of 
the regular army arrived here yesterday 
with authority from the United States Su- 
preme Court for the release from the Ches- 
ter Penitentiary of Nah Diaz, a full-blooded 
Apache Indian of the San Carlos Agency, 
who has been undergoing a life sentence for 
the murder of Lieut.

His re- 
lease vas brought about by Judge A. D. Duff 
of New Mexico, who was his attorney at his 
trial.

Nah Diaz was one of 
Geronimo’s band of warriors and is a thor- 
gughbred. He was taken to Columbus, O., 
where the release of the other ten Indians 
will be effected, and the whole party will 
then be taken to the San Carlos Agency in 
New Mexico and set free. 


WORK OF MICHIGAN LEGISLATORS, 


Amending the Local Option Bill—Want 
| Lower Railroad Fares. 

LANSING, Mich., May 16.—[Special.]—The 
local option bill which has once been defeated 
in the House was taken up today and put on 
its final passage once more. An amendment 
was adopted requiring that one-fourth of the 
voters in the county must sign petitions be- 
fore the special] election can be calied.

MAYOR CREGIER WISHES PURER AIR. 


He Decides to Abolish the Smoke Nuisance 
—A Special Commissioner. 

The Mayor has decided to make a clean sweep 
of the smoke nuisance. He has appointed Mr. 
Genung, late Chief Tenement Inspector, a spe- 
cial Commissioner to take charge of the smoke 
matter. Mr. Genung was informed by the Mayor 
that the previous methods of doing away with 
the nuisance had proven failures, and he was 
therefore anxious to make a thorough investiga- 
tion and, if possible, find some solution of the 
problem. He will be allowed to make experi- 
ments at the expense of the city, and everything 
possible will be done to give him necessa + aid. 

The Council Committee on Fire and Water 
considered for-the first time yesterday the ordi- 
nance presented by Ald. Gorton some weeks ago 
giving the District Steam Heating & Power Com: 
pany authority to lay pipes along any streets of 
the South Side, the company tosave the city from 
damages by filing annually a bond for 620,000, and 
to recompense the city for the charter by paying 
the City Treasurer for the street-cleaning fun 
five cents for each lineal foot of mains laid. L. 
H. Bisbee explained the system. The matter 
was referred back to the Council with a recom- 
mendation that it be referred to the joint Com- 
mittee on Streets and Alleys South and on Fire 
and Water. Corporation Counsel Hutchinson 
was also asked to confer with Commissioner 
Purdy touching the matter and prepare a proper 
ordinance. 


SCHOOL BOARD EXTRAVAGANCE, 


Still Higher Salaries for Pets—Great Liber- 
ality with Other People’s Money. 

Now that a Democratic administration of mu- 
nicipal affairs has been decreed by tne scratch- 
ers of Chicago the City Board of Education 
seems to think it has special license to return to 
the policy of extravagant expenditure and will- 
ful waste which characterized the old Harrison- 


ian School Board. 

Atthe meeting Wednesday the board, having 
first refused by a vote of 11 to 2 to do anything 
toward reform of those pet fads the special 
studies on which $200,000 is wasted annually, 
proceeded to raise the salaries of the pet officials 
from 10 to W per cent all around. Here are some 
specimen cases: The Superintendent's salary 
was increased $500; two Assistant Superintend- 
ents had $500 each added to their already ample 
salaries; $850 was added to the stipend of the 
attorney of the board, whose position is a sine- 
cure; the chief engineer gets an increase of $500; 
so does the auditor. The special teachers of tho 
special fad studies had their salaries increased 
from $200 to $300 all around. In this way some 
$50,000 of the people's money was profligately 
voted away without reason or excuse. 

The women who instruct in those branches 
described by the law and the Corstitution as 
constituting a common school education do not 
get an increase. On the contrary the salaries of 
the first assistants in the primary schools were 
cut down $50 per year. Those teachers whose 
salaries were thus reduced are umong the most 
efficient and hardworked in the city’s service. 
There is neither reason, nor justice, nor honesty 
in the salary program as arranged by the School 
Board Wednesday. It is capricious, extrava- 
gunh and — 1 unjustifiable. The schedule 
was “fixed up“ in the interest of favorite em- 
ployés and of the persons who most persistently 
advocate the pet fads culled “ special studies. 
The female teachers have been discriminated 
against. This is seen in the case of the Assist- 
ant Superintendents. The women who hold two 
of those a are admittedly the most ef- 
ficient of the corps. They get an increase of 8250, 
while the men get $500 each. The whole busi- 
ness smacks of jobbery and favoritism. 

But the board did not stop at the matter of sal- 
aries in carrying out the policy of extravagance. 
At the meeting of Wednesday the purchase of 
three new school sites was recommended. One 
of these sites is to dost $25,000; another 513.900. 
Now, the fact is that the School Board already 
owns nearly @ dozen sites on which there are no 
buildings. On some of those sites there will be 
no buildings within the next three years. Only 
last Monday the Council authorized the purchase 
of two new sites. What is the use in buying 
more sites until those already purchased are 
built on? 

It is time to call a halton this policy of waste 
and extravagance. The Council should withhold 
its consent to the purchase of additional sites. 
For the salary extravagance there is no present 
remedy. A remedy can be applied next spring. 
Let the Council and the Controller insist on an 
itemized estimate of appropriations from the 
School Board. Let the appropriation bill be 
also itemized. The School Department is the 
most extravagant, reckless, and irresponsibie 
branch of the Municipal Government.

He commenced his career as a 
picayune Napoleon of Finance about a year 
ago, when during one of his almost daily visits 
to the bank he informed the cashier that the 
passbook had been mislaid and procured another 
fully entered up. When he was next intrusted 
with the cash he “knocked down 850 and 
handed in the new passbook at the bank, the 
cashier, of course, posting the amount delivered. 
The pious youth then entered the full amount on 
the old book, which he handed to his employer. 
By strict attention to business he was able to 
get away with nearly $8,000 and it was only 
when several notes were dishonored for lack of 
available funds that the worthy deacon 
caught on to the new tanglea double entry.“ 
The good young man,“ of course, was fully 
acquainted with the threatened’ stringency of 
the money market and failed to show up. The 
worthy deacon and the afflicted members of the 
young firancier’s family by means of letters in 
the desk of the pious youth have discovered that 
the women in the case have been living in high 
feather in a cozy flat on the West Side.

r. lreiand’s bill amending the law in re- 
gard to corporations not for pecuniary profit 
assed the House, It provides for the better de- 
ning of these corporations and for the annual 
election of their trustees. 

The House bill giving Presidents of Boards 
of Trustees the same power as Mayors was 
amended by Senator Burke so that the salary 
of said officer shali not exceed §2,000, and was 
then sent to third reading. 

The bill of Senator Hamer empowering 
railroad conductors to eject from trains between 
stations any person refusing to pay his fare, and 
for profane, boisterous, and indecent conduct, 
went to third reading ia the Senate. 

The Senate yesterday passed the bills mak- 
ing appropriations of $19,000 for the Eye and Ear 
Infirmary at — — $100,000 for the keeping of 
prisoners at the Joliet Penitentiary, and 866, 000 
tor the Soldiers’ Orphans Home at Normul. 


Representative Partridge got a bill through 
the House yesterday allowing a corporation to 
change its business by a vote of two-thirds of the 
stockholders, providing such change shall be no 
Violation of the license originally granted. 

Senator Campbell tried to have the rules 
suspended for the purvose of taking up the Mer- 
ritt Trust bill, but the Senate by a vote of 27 
yeas to 21 nays, less than two-thirds in the af- 
firmative, refused to allow him to do so. 

Representative Carmody secured the pas- 
sage of his bill allowing prisoners, after being 
sentenced, the time they may remainin jail 
awaiting action by the Supreme Court, provid- 
ing, however, that such time shall not exceed 
nine months. 


The bill of Senator Johns giving to the 
State's Attorney a fee of 85 for attendance upon 
insane cases passed the Senate after a spirited 

ebate between the author and Senator Gibbs, 
the latter’s opposition being based upon the 
claim that the money came out of the pockets 
of the people, and he found that in Cook County 
it would make the salary of the State's Attorney 
voo large. 

The Senate Committee on Appropriations 
has prepared and will report a bill today appro- 
priating $120,000 each to the insane asylums ut 
Anna, Bigin, and Jacksonvilie for the erection 
of additional buildings for the accommodation of 
300 persons at each institution and repealing the 
act creating the insane districts, leaving this 
matter to the State Board of Charities. 


PROHIBITION DOESN’T PROHIBIT. 


More Liquor Dealers in Northern Iowa than 
Before the Law Went Into Effect. 

Des Morxes, Ia., May 12.—A correspond- 
ence, interesting as giving the results of the 
attempt to enforce prohibition in the forty- 
nine counties of Northern Iowa constituting 
the internal revenue district of Dubuque, wiil 
be published in the next issue of ihe Mloyd 
County Advocate, published in Charles City by 
the Hon. B. F. Wright, the father of the 
late prohibition amendment.“ 

Mr. Wright recently wrote Coilector Web- 
ster stating his belief that the Collector was 
in connivance with the violators of the Pro- 
hibitory law. At least he said the majority 
of the licenses to retail liquor dealers issued 
by the Collector bore mythical names instead 
of the names of the real applicants, the pur- 
pose being toevade that provision of the 
Iowa law which makes the possession by the 
defendant of a Government license bearing 
his name prima facie evidence of guilt. Mr. 
Wright demanded that the Collector before 
issuing the license correspond with a banker 
or some other reputable man in the town in 
which it is proposed to do business and in- 
quire whether the name sought to be placed 
on the license is the real one of the applicant, 
to refuse a license in all cases where the con- 
trary appears, and also keep his books open, 
so that any one by applying at the Collector’s 
office may examine the record and ascertain 
who has been licensed to sell liquor. 

Collector Webster in his reply says: “Of 
the 1,500 licenses issued from this office but 
sixty bear mythical names. {tis not withia 
the power of the Coliector to withhold a 
license from any one who meets the require- 
ments of the law, and the applica is en- 
titled to whatever name he wishes placed on 
the license, provided his real name is stated in 
the application. It is not compulsory on the 
part of the Coilector to expose his list of ap- 
plications, nor does the good of the service 
dictate that he should. The violauon of the 
State law eis not his concern, for it is not an 
offense against the laws he is sworn to eu- 
force. On the other hand, the exposure of 
the list would injure the service by subdject- 
ing those whose names appear on it to prose- 
cution under the State law, and by thus in- 
ducing them in tne future to add violation of 
the Federal law, requiring that they procure 
licenses, to their sin against the State law. 
The effect would be to diminish the receipts 
of the revenue department from licenses and 
to increase its expenses for tne detection and 
prosecution of crime. ) 

„% he Iowa prohibitory law,“ continues the 
Coliector, *‘ has alreatiy had this effect. The 
sixty heenses bearing mythical names were 


issued to dealers in tne counties of this dis- 


trict in which the most vigorous efforts have 
beeu madeto enforce the prohibitory law. 
These efforts have veen costly notto the 
people of the State alone but have resulted 
in greatexpense tothis department by re- 
‘quiring us to detect and punish persons un- 
lawfully engaged in the liquor business 
therein. For your county (Mr. Wright’s) we 
have taken into court nine bootleggers and 
convicted them of violation of law by carry- 
ing on the liquor business without having Gov- 
ernment hcenses. From Gov. Larrabee's 
county (Fayette) we have convicted forty- 
nine. His county has cost us more for crim- 
inal prosecutions than any other in the State. 
On the other hand, Dubuque County, which 
has yielded us more revenue than any other, 
has cost us little. We have had but three 
criminal. cases from Dubuque County, and 
none were for bootlegging. 

„ From these facts, continues Collector 
Webster, it may be inferred that Gov. Lar- 
rabee was not correct when he stated to a 
Nebraska audience that prohibition was en- 
forced in cighty-five of the ninety-nine coun- 
ties of lowa. On the contrary, 
is not a county in this district, not a town 
of 200 inhabitants or over, for which retail 
liquor dealers’ licenses have dot been issued, 
and in every county the number of licenses

THEY CLAMOR TO COME IN. 


THE DEMAND FOR ANNEXATION 
GROWS LOUDER ON ALL SIDES, 


A Canvass of Hyde Park Would Givea Ma- 
jority of Three to One in Favor of the 
Movement—City Taxation as Compared 
with the Burden on the Residents of 
Hyde Park, Lake, Lake View, Jefferson, 
and Cicero. 


Annexation continues to growin favor. A 
careful and conservative Hyde-Parker, who 
is wont to weigh well his words, said yester- 
day: I believe that if the vote was taken 
now Hyde Park would declare for annexa- 
tion three to one. I think that asthe situa- 
tion is made plain to the people an- 
nexation will grow in, favor. Those 
who are opposed to annexation may 
be classified: (1) The official barnaclee; 
(2) those paid by one or two interested capi- 
talists to oppose annexation; (3) the publish- 
ers of the little local advertising sheets who 
are afraid to lose the village advertising and 
other official pap; (4) a few old fossils who 
think that to them alone is the growth of 
Hyde Park due. Now,“ continued this 
gentieman, “if the Annexation Com- 
mittee will get down to work 
and explain to the people that 
annexation means lower taxes, better gov- 
ernment, cheaper gas, an abundant supply of 
good water, ample protection against fire, 
good police government, an enhancement of 
real estate values, etc., the people of Hyde 
Park will declare for annexation ten to one, 
and about the only opponents will be Paul 
Cornell, Jim Wadsworth, George M. Pull- 
man, and Village Treasurer Baker.”’ 

ARGUMENTS FOR ANNEXATION, ° 

This realiy represents the situation in the 
big village. The facts pertinent to annexa- 
tion need only to: be presented to convince 
the most skeptical. The facts of taxation 
have to be presented first in order. They 
are strong arguments for‘annexation. It has 
been held by the “antis”’ that union with 
Chicago means increased taxation for Hyde 
Park. Let us see. 

It can be ascertained trom the County 
Clerk's books mat while the rate of taxation 
in the South Town of Chicago was last year 
$5.23 per £100 of assessment the rates in the 
adjoining school districts of Hyde Park were 
as follows:

The rate of taxation in those districts will 
be higher this year on account of the erec- 
tion of new schooi buildings, while the rate 
in the South Town of Chicago will be about 
the same as last year. In every instance it 
will be seen the Hyde Park rate of taxation 
is higaer. In some cases it is 50 per cent 
higher, and that too in Pullman, which the 
‘‘antis’’ want to keep out. 

But, say the “antis,.“ we have low as- 
sessments. hey are proportionaliy as high 
as in Chicago. But wnether low or high 
they are not likely to be materiaily 
changed with reference to the city assess- 
ments, for, after annexaton, Hyde Park 
will continue to elect its Assessor as al pres- 
ent. Then, again, it must be remembered 
that Hyde Park is specially assessed for al- 
most every kind of improvement. It pays 82 
per thousand for gas. The city pays only $1 
per thousand, and gets a better article, 
though ours is not good. But Hyde Park is 
better off in the way of taxation than any of 
the other suburbs. Take the case of Lake. 
Comparing it as before with the South Town 
of Chicago we have the rates as follows: 
South Town of Chicago, 8. 23 per #100 assessment 
Stock-Yard School Dist., $7.11 per $100 assessment 
Englewood School Dist., $7.84 per $100 assessment 

Aud so it is with the other districts. 

. WHAT LAKE WOULD GAIN, 

Lake taxation is 50 per cent higher than 
Chicago taxation. And they haa no gasin Lake 
for months last winter. The schools are ad- 
mittedly inferior to Chicago. The Lake Fire 
Department is a crippie. Buck McUarthy is 
ex-ofticio Superintendent of its Police Depart- 
ment. the water supply is impregnated 
with 10 per centsand aud mud. Perhaps the 
Lake people will continue to pay extra for 
those luxuries. The opinion, however, is 
that the Lake people will be wise 
enough to come in. The petitions which 
were circulated yesterday were numerously 
signed. Hundreds who were opposed to an- 
nexation two years ago attached their sig- 
natures. The meeting this evening at Went- 
‘worth avenue, near Fifty-filth street, prom- 
ises to be largely attended. The universal 
disgust with the present Town Govern- 
ment is telling strongly in favor of annexa- 
tion. The new ‘Town Board, elected 
six weeks ago, was afraid to appoint village 
officers until yesterday, when Buck Me- 
Carthy’s partner in running the Town Gov- 
ernment got back from the Hot Springs. 

IN LAKE VIEW. 

In Lake View the enthusiasm for annexa- 
tion is as marked as it is in Hyde Park. That 
unfortunate suburb is now taxed nearly to 
death. Here are tne figures for last year, as

The people are 
disgusted with the makeshift City Govern- 
ment. A big municipal debt is being piled up. 
There is nothing to show for tne people's 
taxes. The municipal officers spend three- 
fourths of their working time in Chicago. 

Mr. F. C. De Lemig, Secretary of the An- 
nexation Executive Committee of Lake 
View, said yesterday as to the prog- 
ress of the movement tnere: „The 
committee has settled down to work in good 
earnest. Nearly every person to whom the 
petition has been presented has signed. 
There are some who would prefer to wait 
until fall, but they are not going to quibble 
on matters of detuil. The few who are op- 
posed will think better of their opposition. 
Had they been consulted in the first instance 
they would. have been with us. But 
the time is short. Hyde Park was 
impatieat of delay and dragged the Lake 
View people along with it. We now propose 
to keep up the pace. The election will doubt- 
less be the 20th of next month. That will 
give us ample time to educate our people. 
There will be harmony and unity amang the 
annexationists. As a rule, Lake View peo- 
ple appreciate by anticipation the advantages 
that will grow outof union with tne city.”’ 
It is probable that there will be 2,000 names 
on Lake View's petition by Saturday morn- 
ing. 

¥ JEFFERSON IS WILLING, 

In Jefferson there is no opposition to an- 
nexation. The whole town will be brought 
in. There is considerable opposition in the 
west part of Cicero, but it is believed that a 
compromise will be arrived at in that town. 
If the petition for annexation only covers 
that part lying east of Austin avenue the 
Oak Park “antis”’ will offer no opposition, 
tuney say. The Austin annexutionists 
are afraid to trust the Hyde-Parkers, 
and two petitions will be submitted—one 
covering the entire town, one covering the 
mile and a half strip between Austin avenue 
ana the present city limits. ‘The Cicero an- 
nexationists have the taxation argument on 
their side also. Thus the rate of taxation in 
West Chicago 1s $5.50 per $100 of assessment, 
while the rate in Oak Park is $6.92 per $100, 
in Austin $6.46 per $100, and in Brighton Park 
$6.71. Cicero has not any municipal advan- 
tages to speak of, and itis ringridden, Ii is 
not unlikely from present appearances that 
the whole town will be brought in. 

The prospects, therefore, are encouraging 
all around. 

The Hyae-Parkers who are opposed to an- 
nexation at a special election wili hold a con- 
ference at the Village Hall Saturday to talk 
the matter over. ifiey fear the great ex- 
pegse, they say, and that annexation if

Many 
who were conspicuous opponents either openly 
favor or do not bitterly oppose it. ‘Those 
who dreaded annexation because of the danger 
of the prohibited districts are soothed by the us- 
sertion that the new law allows all such districts 
toremain intact except by direct vote of the 
people, The manifest destiny of the sur- 
rounding towns to Chicago and the growth of 
local pride in the extension of territory and in- 
crease of Chicago's population are mere senti- 
mental but, nevertheless, powerful reasons 
which are now operating on the minds of the 
voters,

MEETING OF FIRE UNDERWRITERS, 


They Object to the Unfavorable Legigla- 
tion in Texa+«—Officers Elected. 

New York, May 16.—The twenty-third an- 
nual meeting of the National Board of Un- 
derwriters was held this morning io the new 
rooms of the New York Board of Fire Under- 
writers in the Mutual Life Building. Presi- 
ident D. A. Heald presided. > 

The report of the Treasurer, J. S. Parish, 
showed a favorable condition of the finances. 

President J. N. Dunham of the Springfield 
Fire & Marine Company spoke of the unfa- 
vorable legislation under which the fire in- 
surance business is suffering. Unfavorabie 
legislation,” he said. is one of the obstacies 
we have to contend against. The insurance 
companies have brought it upon themselves 
by sharp and at times unfair adjustment of 
losses. One instance of sharp practice in a 
town will, as soon as it becomes known, pro- 
duce a bad effect in the community, and un- 
rot og legislation is the inevitabie re- 
suit. 

President George L. Chase of the Hartford 
Fire Insuraace Company referred at length 
to insurence litigation in the Western States, 
and particularly in Texas. Underwriters 
the re,“ said he, are iu chaos. The Legisia- 
ture has passed a trust bill which it claims 
prevents any combiaation whatever of un- 
derwriters, either for the purpose of fixing 
or maintaining rates. The opinion of the 
Attorney General of that State seems 
tu be a most extreme one, and our mem- 
bers there believe themselves to be 
in daily danger of the penitentiary. 
The case demands some immediate ac- 
tion before matters get worse. I am in 


| favor of withdrawing entirely from the 


State of Texas. Ihe Attorney General has 
refused to make a test cause and tels the un- 
derwriters that if he fiads them continuing 
to hold consultations be will send them to 
prison. Wecertainly cannot exist in Texas 
under the Attorney General’s rulings.” 

President Chase said he gad secured the 
opinions of prominent Tex: lawyers and 
they ail agreed that the trust“ bill did not 
reach the insurance companies, and read sev- 
eral letters from legal gentlemen in Texas as 
supporting this view, 

At the afternoon session the following offi-

MARSHAL NEEDLES ON LAND GRAB-

The Illinois Marshal Explains His Own 
Actions Satisfactorily, but Fails to Clear 
the Skirts of His Deputies—Senator 
Callom’s Lively Bout with Secretary 
Windom—Rival Candidates from Loch- 
port—The Mysterious Mr. Hit¢éh—Vari- 
ous Gossip from the Capital. 

WasHInGtTon, D. C., May 16.—[Special. |— 
Thomas B. Needles, one of the Marshals in 
Indian Territory, has written a letter to the 
Attorney General ia response to a request 
made by Mr. Miller to purge himself of cer- 
tain charges made against him. Marshal 
Needles’ epistle is a long one, and deals more 
particularly with himself and bis doimgs in 
Oklahoma rather than with his deputies. He 
exculpates himself well, and his statements 
are in accordance with the report made by 
the Inspectors in the Interior Department, 
who were sent down into the Indiaa Terri- 
tory to investigate the charges made against 
Needles and Jones. Mr. Needies, in a post- 
scriptto his communication, speaks indig- 
nantiy of his accusers in the lana grabbing 
matter. He would uke to meet them face to 
face before the Attorney General. 

Attorney General Miller said that Mr. 
Needles’ letter is quite satisfactory as far as 
it goes. It exculpates himseif all right,” 
he said, but Mr. Needles fails to account 
for the action of sdme of his deputies. I 
shall follow the matter up still further, and 
require the Illinois Marshal to purge his 
deputies, if they are capable of being purged, 
of the charges made against them. Mr. 
Needles seems to have acted in good faith in 
all of his transactions in Oklahoma, but we 
are rather doubtful on that score as to the 
actions of some of his deputies, The In- 
teriqr Department Inspectors have exculpat- 
ed Needles and Jones from all charges made 
against them, but the Inspectors in turn 
have failed to do as weil by the deputies. 
We want clearer explanations about tne 
deputies’ actions before we finish up our in- 
ree concerning the Oklahoma mat- 

rs.’ 

Marshal Needles’ letter addressed to the 
Attorney General is dated tne 13 of May, at 
Nashville, III., and reads as follows: 

Your letter of the 4th inst. addressed to me at 
Muskogee when received there found me again 
in Guthrie iooking after matters there, to which 
point it was forwarded by my clerk. Before its 
receipt at Guthrie I receivea a telegram from 
this place, my old home, notifying me of the se- 
rious illness of my wife. I hurried here, arriv- 
ing the lith. Your letter was by deputy for- 
warded from Guthrie to this point, reaching me 


this morning. This much in explanation of the 
seeming delay in answering the same. I shall 


sible—say, in a day or two—us my wife is better. 
lam informed that a Marshal should not leave 
his territory without permission from the depart- 
ment. Tae urgency of this case is my excuse for 
leaving before securing the necessary permission, 
and hope you wiil not disapprove. 

Now, in reply to yours, permit me to say that 
as far as 1 am concerned I have not entered any 
land or lands, town lot or lots, in the Oklahoma 
district and have no interest whatever, directly or 
indirectly, near or remote, of any kindor nat- 
ure, in auy land or lots in the Territory. I do 
not know positively as to my deputies, but have 
bad an intimation that one of them has secured 
a town lot in Guthrie and one or two have en- 
tered a quarter-section of land apiece. I am not 
positive as to this, and will at once ascertain the 
facts and report to vou. If there are any other 
violations of the law by my deputies I have not 
heard of them. No person or persons other than 
the parties reported by me to you in my letter of 
the zoth ult. had any authority whatever from 
rae to enter the Territory on or before April 22. 
I have hot inquired into the matter of these dep- 
uties entering town lots or land because of the 
fact that the Interior Department had two spe- 
cial agents on the ground for some two ortnree 
weeks, investigating the whole matter in every 
particular, to whom I rendered every assistance 
la my power to aid them in arriving at a true 
conclusion. Knowing that the acts and doings 
of myseif and deputies were being thorougbly in- 
vestigated by them, I presumed and in fact had 
been told that you would be fuily informed 
and advised as to their report. lam satisfied 
that suid report will give you all the information 
you desire em the premises, and would suggest 
that you possess yourself of the same. If you 
still desire the particular information 
from me I will proceed from Muskogee to 
Guthrie at once and make a thorough exumina- 
tion ast) the land and lots upon which any dep- 
uty may have a claim. Iwill be at Muskogee by 
the time your order can reach me. 

las yethave made no leuse for a court- room 
or building. Weare now occupying temporary 
rooms without cost to the Government, and will 
occupy the same until September or October, at 
which time the party building the new house will 
have it ready for occupancy. 1 have thought it 
advisable to defer entering into a lease until that 
time.

The commission of Dr. Levi P. Wilcox as 
Collector of internal Revenue for the Spring- 
field district has not yet been sent to him, 
though his appointment was given out a week 
ago. No reason is given at the White House or 
the Treasury Department for this delay, but 
it is hinted that at first 1t was withheld in 
order that Senator Cullom might be heard. 
The Senator had a lively row with Secretary 
Windom over the appointment, but he got 
no satisfaction and had no reason to sup- 
pose his protests aguinst the way the thiag 
had been done would keep Dr. WI 
cox out of the office a single day. 
Senator Cullom told Secretary Windom that 
ne looked upon the appointment as a delib- 
erate suub to himseif. The Secretary did 
not undertake to say that there had been any 
mistake or misunderstanding, and tne Sen- 
ator went on to declare that both Mr. Win- 
dom and Gen. Harrison having been Sena- 
tors knew what to expect under such circum- 
stances. They knew it was a notice to Sen- 
ator Cujlom that the Administration did not 
care to have his support nor expect to count 
him among its friends. The Senator added 
that ne understood its meaning fully, ana 
while he would not abdicate any of 
his rights as a Senator from 
lllinois to speak for that State 
and to see that its interests were not 
negiected, for himself he had no favors to 
ask. Since this outspoken talk the atmos- 
phere has cleared and both tne Secretary 
and the Senator have become more serene. 
An official this afternoon said mat Cullom 
erred in supposing that President Harrison 
had any deliberate intention of snubbing 
him. Atthe same time, the official said, the 
President knew perfectly well what the 
Wilcox appointment meant and the protests 
that would be made because the Senators 
were not consulted. He had acted with a 
full knowledge that a precedent was set 
which would encourage Representatives to 
expect some of the things that had hereto- 
fore been conceded to Senators.

Presbyterians Will Seek to Revise the 
Chapter on * God's Eternal Decrees.” 

New York Jiera’d: Next Thursday will 
mark the beginning of the most important 
events of the year in the history of the Pres- 
byterian Church. That dav at 11 a. m., in 
the Fourth Avenue Presbyterian, Church, this 
city, will be held the opening meeting of the 
„General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States of America.“ 
Probably nothing will attract wider general 
interest than the debate upon propositions 
for the revision of the Book-of Faith which 
are likely come before the assembly. 

Last year the Presbytery of New York was 
appointed a committee to consider the mat- 
ter. Of this committee Dr. Howard Crosby 
is Chairman, and he has openly expressed 
himself in favor of a revision of the chapters 
entitled; God's Eternal Servers.“ any 
prominent Presbyterians agree with him in 
this opinion, and it is said that they will not 
allow the question to be side-tracked ina 
committee room. 

The clauses in this chapter which liberal 
Presbyterians regard as standing in especial 
need of revision are the third, fourth, sixth, 
and seventh, and they concern the doctrine 
of predestination. The third is as follows: 

Hy the decree of God, for the manifesta- 
tion of ‘His glory, some men and angels are 
predestinated anto everlasting life, and 
others foreordained to everlasting death.” 

The other elauses present variations of the 
same ideas, and they are said to be stum- 
bling-blocks in the way of many Presbyteri- 
ans in this nineteenth century. 


NO SETTLERS ON THE RESERVATION. 


The Squatters in the Sioux Country Thought 
They Had Better Leave. 

Pierre, Dak. May 16.—|Special.]—The

Streator Coal Miners Agree to a Reduction 
of Two and a Half Cents a Ton. 

Streator, III., May 16.— ]! Special.] -A con- 
vention of the miners of the Nortnern II- 
nois district concluded a three days’ session 
here today. In reply to the announcement of 
a reduction of 10 cents per toa by the oper- 
ators they offer to accept a reduction of two 
and ahaif cents per ton, the same as the 
miners of Pennsylvania and Ohio have con- 
ceded.

THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT URGED 


TO REVERSE ITS RULING, 4 


Representatives of the Rival Interests Pres- 
ent in Force and Make Arguments Pra 
and Con—Senator Wolcott's Pilea for the 

“Minersa—The Other Side of the Case— 

Secretary Tracy Denies a Story That He 
Is to Send Four New Ships on a Cralse 
Around the World. 

Wasurnertor, D. C., May 16.—The hearing 
in regard to the classification of lead ore was 
continued before Assistant Secretary Tiche- 
hor at the Treasury Department today. Ar- 
gumentsin support of the present ruling, 
under which lead ore mixed with silver ore 


of greater value is admitted free, were made 


by ex-Grov. McCrary, Judge J. XK. McCam- 
mon, Oscar Keen of Newark, and A. R. 
Meyer of Kansas City. Arguments in favor 
of achange in the practice so as to compel 
lead ore to- pay duty as lead, no matter how 
much silver may be contained in the ore, 
were made by Senator Wolcott of Colorado, 
ex-Gov. Grant of Colorado, Mr. Sheedy of 
Colorado, and P. M. White of New Mexico. 
The closing argument was made by Senator 
Wolcott, who said he represented no chent 
in particular, but spoke against the free ad- 
mission of foreign lead in the interests of the 
whole people of his State. 

A large number of affidavits were sub- 
mitted to show that ore containing lead was 
commercialiy known as lead ore, regardiess 
of the percentage of silver contained in it, 
and Prof. Gray of Yale College submitted a 
paper practically sustaining this view trom a 
scientific standard. He argued that com- 
pound ores of this kind should be described 
by the names of both constituents. 

Mr. White of New Mexico said it was not 
true that Mexican ore was necessary for the 
smelting of the domestic product. 

ihe advocates of protection for American 
lead-mining interests introduced testimony 
from nearly all the leading mining operators, 
smelters, and business-men of the inter- 
mountain country, showing that the univer- 
sal designation and classihcation of ores was 
and has been for twenty years past as fo 
lows: That whenever ore contained enough 
lead to be reduced ana form lead bullion it 
was lead ore: tnat this distinction existed at 
the time of the passage of the tariff act and 
was contemplated by that act, which was 
passed to protect the mining of just such ere. 
They further adduced a jong line of tecnnical 
authorities of high repute to support their 
definition of lead ore. They asserted 
that the law was passed to protect 
the industry; that the ruling of the 
Secretary of the Treasury in I was not on 
an ore of lead, but was a ruling on a special 
lot of iron ore containing-silver, and applied 
to only that. This did no harm to any pro- 
tected industry, they said, because the iron 
was lost in the slag in reduction. They held 
that this ruling Was no support to the subse- 
quent rulings admitting lead ore containing 
silver free of duty, and the applicawon of tne 
component of chiet value rule to such ores 
was an uncalled for extension of the princi- 
vie of the former ruling not warranted by 
the wording of it. They also insisted that 
the opinion of the Judiciary Committee was 
founded on a false assumption of facts. based 
on untrue information as to the commefcial 


designation of such ores, and that such mis- 
leading. information came from a Secretary%,
